The crest, therefore, signifies 
much and is entitled to outward 
vespect of the greatest magni- 
tude, Should it include in. its 
design, for instance, a spray of 
plum blossom, the little betroth- 
ed must never taste of plum jam 
or the fruit in any form, neither 
must she pull plum blossom from 
the bough except to decorate the 
household shrine on her hua- 
band's birthday, 

It is possibly a pity that some- 
thing of this clement of respect, 
unawerving allegiance, is not 
uncouraged to permeate the lives 
of Western girls. The propor- 
tionate number of divorces and 
separations, ete., would certainly 
drop. and there might ereep back 
something of the sacredneas of 
marriage which, though it might 
limit our freedom, should prove 
a shorter path to content.
